The Pope had been unwell for 
a week and his final illness came 
at 8:30 a. rn. Monday wrhen he 
suffered a stroke which left him 
paralyzed and weak He received 
the last rites of the church but 
appeared to be m a k i n g a re­ 
covery 
Then Wednesday he was felled 
by a second stroke and the Vati­ 
can 
announced 
to 
the 
world 
there was Tittle hope for his re­ 
covery. He failed rapidly though 
still fighting for life. But in mid- 
aflornoon the doctors reported a 
grave cardiopulmonary collapse. 
The Pontiff’s heart and lungs 
began giving in to the strain of 
two cerebral attacks. At 3 p. rn. 
doctors abandoned hope. Just be­ 
fore sundown pneumonia set in.

in oxygen and 
blood plasm;. 
Broadcast Solemn Mass 
The Pontiff’s death came less 
than three hours after Vatican 
Radio broadcast a Solemn Mass 
from a chapel adjoining his bed­ 
room, a mass said by Msgr.
